deep carmina, according to the animal 
from which it comes. It must be elas- 
tic io the touch.

disappear when the pressure is removed. 
The fatty substance of the meat is a 
good indicator of its quality. In healthy 
animals the fat is yellow and elastic 
and has a pleasant odor. The fat in the 
meat from sick animals is pale, gray 
and smeary and has an unpleasant 
odor.

The taste of 


bnttti id more pronounced when eaten 
in this way than any other, and the 
fiaiid i& detected. 
It is also the safest 


way to discover the age of dairy or 
creamery butter. 


Lard is frequently adulterated with 


water to increase its weight, and mixed 
with corn starch, salt, chalk, etc., to 
bind the \\vter to the fat. This may 
bo discovered by carefully melting thp 
laid and salting it aside in a lukewarm 
place. The fat not only separates from 
the water, bnt collects at the bottom 
ot the dish with all the other foreign 
ingredients. 


To tell good eggs from bad ones it it 


only necessary to put them in a dish 
filled with water containing from 5 to 
10 per cent ot salt. Fresh eggs drop to 
tho bottom, eld ones swim on the sur- 
face, and thoc-e of medium quality sink 
half way down. 


All spices suffer more or less adnlter 


ation, but most of all those which are 
sold in a pulverized state. Ground pep- 
per is mixed with paprica, millet, 
bread, powdered olives, almond meal, 
dust, Rand, gypsum, sawdust, spar, and 
almost the same ingredients are used 
for the adulteration of cinnamon. Pul- 
verized ginger fares no better and is 
mixed with potato flour, wheat and 
cayenne pepper, while the sweet scent- 
ed anise seed comes in for a share of 
earth, sand and little brown and black 
stones. 
Housekeepers will always be 


more or less cheated in buying powder- 
ed spices, which should be bought in 
;heir natural state and ground at home. 
The vanilla bean before tbe invention 
of tbe oritficial vanilline was deprived 
of its natural aroma and basted with 
>a 1m of Pern. 


Coffee is adulterated in all forms and 


n every possible way. 
Machines have 


been invented and large factories erect- 
ed, where artificial coffee beans are 
made from acorn flour and gum arable, 
and these are mixed with the real 
:offee, and even the real beans are cov- 
ered with poisonous chemicals if they 
nave been damaged by sea water in 
transportation or tbe influence of the sun 
jr time. Gronnd or roasted coffee offers 
the best opportunities, however, for 
craud.

tbe United States was about to be 
o fered opportunities for a valuable ex- 
fnsioa of our trade privileges in 
O lina. The expectation of this seems 
to have been based on inferences drawn 
from the Chinese Envoy's talk. 


HiR ideas of the immigration ques- 


tion, reflecting accurately, it is sup- 
posed, those of his government, were 
so entirely *n accord with those of our 
people that it was believed the trouble- 
some question would not prove an 
obstruction to an agreement, but the 
compulsory photograph clause of the 
Geary law is the stumbling block. 


To compel a Chinaman to be photo- 


graphed he considers an indignity. It 
is said to be the belief of the Chinese 
Envoy that this requirement was in- 
serted with an intent to affront the 
Chinese residents of this country. He 
considers his sovereign is affronted in 
the sanae degree. This may prove an 
insurmountable obstacle to the agree- 
ment for a treaty from which a week 
ago much was hoped for the good of 
our trade privileges in the rich Ori- 
ental field of the Chinese Empire.

He saya "If money can 
be made out of paper, then it can be 
made out of pine chipg," which I con- 
cede, but he evidently doaa not believe 
that money r-iu be made out of paper 
and that, wl ile his reasoning is per- 
fectly correct, uad 
his conclusions 


properly drawn, he does not balieve in 
the truth of his own demonstration, for 
if he did he could not have said, uWhat 
I wish to ask is, if by legislation or by 
law Congress can make a valuable 
thiug out of a valueless thing? The 
answer to this question is, no; Congress 
cannot create value by law or legisla- 
tion, nor etui Cougress by law make 
potatoes. Your mistake, Mr. Laborer, 
is uot iu your theorem or its de mon- 
stratioii,but arises entirely from a falae 
assumption of your o.vu. You assume 
that when Congress did, or should 
make a piece of paper money, it would 
give the paper a value, which is not 
true, nor is it true thit money has 
value, alth'ju^h it is stamped on gold. 
Wheu you pay ton dollars in gold for 
a ticket to San Francisco, do you pro- 
fess to believe that tho little piece of 
cardboard you receive is worth ten 
dollar*, or is it what is on the ticket 
that makes it i»f worth to you ? When 
you see a piece of paper that cost one 
cent, on which is written a will that 
conveys thousands and thousands of 
dollars to another, is it the paper or 
what is written on tho paper that gives 
it its value or worth? When your Bov- 
erign places his stamp on a piece of 
paper and says that every subject in 
his realm must take this paper in full 
payment of all debts of one hundred 
dollars, does he add to the value of the 
paper the thousandth part of one mill? 
or does he simply make an arbitrary 
display of Lus Soverign power which ho 
has a perfect right to exercise against 
each and every individual subject of 
his realm? Money is not value, but the 
law of the Soverig i expressed upon 
some substance, as gold, silver, paper, 
etc., aud the only purpose that gold, 
silver or paper servos, is to carry and 
make his will or law known to his fcub- 
jeots It differs from his other la-vs iu 
no respect, except that it is of such 
importance to bis subjects that he 
prints u comprehensive epitome of his 
will or law upon, it may be, millions of i 
separate sheets for general distribu-| 
tion, and these sheets may be of gold, 
sil/er or paper. Here let me add that 
the debtor who passes over money to a i 
creditor, executes a process of law ] 
higher than can be exercised, in any ] 
other manner, by auy officer in this 
Stata, the Governor himself not ex- 
cepted. How quickly is the Sheriff 
disarmed ana his power of execution 
rendered null and void, when the per- 
son against whom he holds his process 
of law, serves upon him Uncle- Sam's 
warrant to stay proceedings or, in other 
words, gives him money to the full 
amount of his claim 


My editor tells me all my articles 


are too long. 1 suppose they are and 
with a few words more to Mr. Laborer 
I will close. You, sir, I believe, thought 
you had demonstrated to a mathemati- 
cal certainty the absolute absurdity of 
my beliefs on the money question. 
Had your corrollary been a natural de- 
duction from your theorem,! could not 
have answered you, but it was not, and 
has no relevancy whatever, and now, 
sir, still presuming upon the kindness 
and forbearance of my editor, I will in 
a few days, publish one or two short 
articles in which I will prove, so con- 
clusively prove that you cannot torn 
over one corner of it, nor is the man 
living who can, that money can be 
made with paper, and for that purpose, 
in a Republic, is a thousand times 
better than gold or silver.

fire Cent Lodging Booses Where Chain 


Take the Place of Beds. 


Finding jt lodging place for the night 


when one caa but 5 cents—an ordinary 
street car fare nickel—is no easy job. 
Lodging houses where the beds rent for 
10 cents hold as grimly to tariff prices 
as a coal combine in arctic weather 
would do. It is a case of fiat money 
with those people. If they had 600 beds 
and bat five lodgers, the sixth could not 
get an abatement, even though his flesh 
wero dropping from bis bones with 
frost. "No pay, no bed," is the motto, 
and they stick to it. 


Nowadays dimes are being with 


drawn from circulation. 
At least th 


people who are forced into begging 
them report that to be the state of the 
money market. 
Two nickles make a 


dime, it is true, and so do 10 pennies, 
bat there seems to be a bear movement 
in small coins, and this form of cur- 
rency also is hard to get, especially so 
for tbo-w who either can't, don't or 
won't work for it. 


As a matter of fact there are many 


bunded persons in Chicago every nigbl 
who cannot purchase a lodging for lack 
of means and who stay out so late that 
access to the station houses is denied 
because they are already overcrowded. 
These people will then sleep anywhere. 
All they want is cover from the night. 


That can be had in Chicago for 5 


i 
cents. 
But the lowest tramp, if for- 


tune favored him with a dime, would 
shrink with horror from lodging in 
such a place. 
There are one or two 


places of the kind in Chicago, and they 
are hard to find. When found, they are 
the very apotheosis of degradation, dirt 
and dinginess. Beside the 5 cent places 
those where admittance is a dime are 
palaces. 
For 5 cents the lodger is al- 


lowed the privilege of a chair until 
morning—simply that and nothing 
more. 


The keepers of such places form the 


lowest elements of society. 
They do 


not treat their patrons as humans, nor 
yet as beasts of the field. The 5 cent 
wretch becomes an object for blows and 
kicks. When his nickel enters the greasy 
pocket that gapes for it, he is then an 
rtom of squalor, and he is treated ac- 
•ordingly.

t is probably the worst lodging house 
n Chicago. The prices begin at 5 cents 
md run to 15 cents. It is located on 
Justom House place a few yards from 
/an Buren street. On one side of it is 
i stable. 
There the horses get clean 


traw every night for bedding. 
On the 


ther side is n deserted church, which 
iaa been purchased and which will be 
hoitly converted into another lodging 
ouse. Amid such surroundings the 
»oor fellow who has but a nickel is al- 
owcd to stay over night. He can sit on 
' tnree legged chair, or he can lie down 
.n the floor. In either event he is forced 
) sleep with another man half cover- 
ig him, for every night the filthy cel- 
ar is crowded.—Chicago Inter Ocean.
